In accordance with the Federal Circuit's decision in Wyeth v. Kappos, No. 2009-1 120 (Jan. 
7, 2010), Applicant requests reconsideration of the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office's recently 
issued patent term determination for the above-identified application, which was allowed on 8 
February 2010. At the time of allowance, this application was 2,208 days past the "guarantee of no 
more than 3-year application pendency" provided by 35 U.S. C. § 154B. Per Wyeth v. Kappos, these 
additional 2,208 days should be added to the 190 days already granted to this application (as seen in 
the attached Notice of Allowance), resulting in a total patent term adjustment of 2,398 days.
